Ohio House Passes 
Parole Board Bill 


A Bill which will authorized the 
participation—ol-hearing~ officers 
in Parole Board hearings was 
Passed by the Ohio House of 
Representatives on January 23 
1974, and became effective im- 
mediately 

This new law, sponsored—by. 
Senator William F. Bowen. is 
aimed at reducing the increased 
case load thatthe adult parole 
authority is faced with 

Senator Bowen pointed oul 
that. “In 1971 the Parole Board 
held 6.558 hearings. while in 1973 
there were 7.896 hearings held by 
this board. This represents an in- 
crease in one year of 1.338 cases 
being heard.” Senator Bowen ad- 
ded.."In view of the recent court 
decisions, there will undoubtedly 
be an increased volume of cases 


being heard and the additional 
‘one or mre, Rearing officers 
provided for in the bill will help to 
alleviate the increasing case 
load.” 

The other change that 1s made 
in the bill authorizes the director 
‘of-the Department. of. Rehabilita- 
tion and Correction to designate 
who the chairman of the parole 
board-shalt be: This responsibility 
was formerly vested in the chief 
of the Adult Parole authority 


Senator Bowen. said, “Because 
the director of the Department of 
Rehabilitation and Correction {Ss 
the executive head of the Adult 


Parole Authority, it follows that he 
should designate who the chair-

WASHINGTON --- (NBNS) — 
Blacks contributed 25.8 per cent 
SE"“the “Wotes” ceived “by “the 
Democrats in the last Presidential 
election, so a dozen prominent 
black Democrats have insisted on 
firm committments from the party 
for minorities. 

Led by Mayor Richard Hatcher 
of Gary, Ind., the group called on 
Party Chairman Robert Strauss 
to pledge that four blacks would 
be named to the 17-~nember 
Democratic party commission, 
which is empowered to enforce 
guidelines which have been draf- 
led to ensure representation-by 
ali factions at the next national 
convention 

Two blacks aré already mem- 
bers of the commission. Hatcher, 
as vice chairman of the Com- 
mission on Delegate Selection, 
which drew up the standards, is 
automatically a member, And Arie 


Maylor, a member of Colorado's 


State legislature has been 
‘ nominated for a seat 

“On the basis of that (25.8 per 
cent of the total Democratic vote 
from blacks),"’ said Hatcher, “we 
are entitied to a minimum of 25 
per cent of the action. We are in- 
sisting upon adequate biack 
representation on the com- 
mission.” 

Strauss told the group that 
there would be at_ least three 
blacks on the commission and re- 
ported that it was possible that 
there would be four on the panel. 

At the same time, Hatcher said 
the U.S. needs to be considering 
some rolief for the widespread 
starvation in central and nor- 
them Africa. The U.S. has given 
those nations only $30 million, he 
said, compared to the $2.2 billion 
in aid to Israel recently signed by 
President Nixon after Gon- 
gressiona! authorization 

“The party should be taking a 
strong position on the fact that 
Biack Africans are starving...” 
he said 

“We're saying the Democratic 
Party ought not only listen to the

Women who use eye cos- 
metics face an increased risk 
of bacterial _or_tungal-iatection; 
says Louis A. Wilson, MD, Protes- 
sor of Ophthalmology, Emory Uni- 
versity of Medicine, Modern 
Madicine reports*. An analysis of 
1,031 samples of used eye cos- 
metics from 460 women showed 
512 contaminated by bacteria and 
155 by fungi. Or. Wilson pointed 
out that risk of infection could be 
reduced if women replaced mas- 
cara brushes frequently, threw 
away oid cosmetics, and did not 
share cosmetics with others.

Ohio Agrees To Purchase Goods 


And Services From Minorities 


More than $6.6 million will 
possibly be spent for goods and 
services from minority-owned 
business in 1974. 

The administration of Governor 
John Gilligan has completed a 
detailed plan to that affect. 


The announcement was made 


this week by Joseph J. Sommer, 
director of the Department of Ad- 
ministrative Services. 

The commitment from 25 state 
departments and agencies to 
spend $6,666,781 this year stems 
from Governor John J. Gilligan's 
August. 24, 1973 executive 
memorandum, 

The memorandum.called for in- 
creased access to state pur- 
chasing activity for minority- 
owned business. 

Sommer said, “Our survey 

“ showed that state ‘government 
spent $325,000 in purchases of 
goods and services fram minori- 
ty-owned firms in 1973. 

The dramatic increase to $6.6 
million indicates this administra- 
tion's desire and commitment. to 
share with minority communities 
a larger share ‘of the state's 

Sommer also: said it was 
significant that all state depart- 
ments and agencies in the 
executive branch have agreed to 
pursue vigorously their 
agreement to use goods and ser- 
vices provided by minority-owned 
businesses when al all possible.

of Minority Business Enterprise.

After 15 months of “acting”, Charies Collins, 1, has been named 
the Director of the Cincinnati insuring Office of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 2 

(Says he: “I've been acting 80 long! should get a nomination for 
an Oscar.") 

Collins came to the Cincinnati Office in October, 1972 from 
Columbus where he was Deputy Director of the Area Office there. His 
formal appointment here was dated January 20th and announced by 
George Vavoulis, Regional Administrator of HUD. He will be sworn in, 
otticialty, Friday, February 6th. 

That takes care of the official picture. What about the unofficial? 

First of all Collins ig the highest ranking black in the Federal ser- 
vice in southwestern Ohio. As Director of the. Insuring Office he is 
responsible for administering more than 90 million dollars a year in 
Government assisted housing programs. That's a lot of Bread! 

He is also responsible for directing a field office staff of some 
100 individuals who function in technical categories. to make the 
progress of federally-aided housing a sure and steady thing. “We 
may norhave the largest staff of any Federal Agency in this area,” he 
says, “but our production responsibilities are second to none.” 

Housing production during the past year has been in a state of 
limbo and flux. The limbo stems from the freeze placed by HUD on 
subsidized housing developments last January. It cut into the 
workload by forcing a return of project applications in the pipeline 
but not at the “feasibility” stage in processing. 

The “flux” situation stemmed trom the fact that some of the 
“frozen” projects were later thawed -- those in model cities areas, 
those needed for specific relocation housing and those in other “at- 
fected” categories. 

Processing was ordered resumed and most of these have now 
approved. 

The moratorium; while it curtailed new. applications;-didn't affect 
those already underway, nor did it reduce the actual workload in the 
Cincinnati office. Collins said an estimated 150 projects were in 
some stage of development when the freeze was ordered. Work has 
had to continue on these. 

One of the paradoxes of the Cifcinnati Insuring Office has been 
its geographical size versus its production. In land area the office 
covers only the 11 southwestern Ohio counties. In production 
volume, it exceeds the output of both the Columbus and Cleveland 
offices. 

“Take it as a business indicator,” Collins says, “and you get a 
picture of the economic activities in this it's been good.” 

The year 1973 wasn't so good as far as the housing industry is 
concerned.-High interest rates, higher down payments, higher con- 
struction costs, supply and material shortages - these have com- 
bined to darken. the_picture.\t-will- probably remain gloomy for the 
first half of this year too, although HUD's January announcement ofa 
cut in interest rates has cast-2 glimmer of light on the scene. 

The advent of new housing legislation may also add more light to 
the picture. There are several aspects of the housing bill the Adminis- 
tration submitted to Congress_tast_ year which builders find en- 
couraging. What they want however is some congressional action — 
now. 

“Give the housing Industry the tools with which to work,” says 
Collins “and you'll see an upswing in the number of applications into 
our office.” 5 

One of his first official actions as director, was the presentation 
of "graduation certificates" to nearly 60 bleck home repair con- 
tractors and real estate operators who took an instructional course in 
the rehabbing and sale of Government-owned houses. 

“We want. them to know how to deal with the Government paper- 

- work," he said. "We hope now they'll be in better to.help. 
the housing picture in our area. They'll certainly be in better positions 
to help themselves.”

There is critical indecisiveness about the proper merits to be accor- 
ded the financially successty! Exorcist, the Motion picture that has 
been responsible for a number of stranger happenings, including the 
revival of the near-ancient ritual of exorcism, which just happens tobe 
the dustiest of skeletons left in the closets of Roman Catholicism. 

No seit. Jesult.or whoever really wants to acknowledge 
the validity of such # supernatural occurrence or that such things 
really take plsce, for exorciems are only christianized voodoo rites, 
and everybody knows that it pays not to fool around with the gris gris. 


This person took some extra-special precautions before going to see 
this expensive exercise in horror, vulgarity, and psychoreligious ex- 
ploitation, and in the process, convinced ourselves that we would not 
be frightened, nor would we faint or puke. 

1 admit that we came away rather paranoid and commenced to 
dreaming that night (or morning) of running the backstreets of some 
nondescript city with William “Smokey” Robinson after being chased 
by tortoises painted red, green, and black; otherwise, | was okey. 

Secondly;"if you have read the book, you probably understand that 
certain religiqus, psychological, and literary tensions therein existed: 
the text was summarity riddied with various inconsistencies and mud- 
died with loaded subplots and extra-ordinary imbalances between the 
possible reat and improbable surreal. 

And thirdly, if you have seen the movie, then you realize that it has 
been done tongue & cheek in the very worse tradition of the book, 
equally as in poor taste and with a sense of vulgarity that has only 
been matched by the likes of Linda Lovelace’s Deep Throat, Jonn 
Holmes’ Deeper Throut, and Marion Brando's Last Tango in Paris, 

About the flick, there are various subplots which quickly come 
together to reveal the following: an older priest conducting af- 
chaeological excavations in ancient Iraq discovers a disturbing medal 
and a ritual head that is out-of-date with his diggings, and immediately 
the man goes into a serious fright and returns home where he retires to 
a retreat to write a book. 

Next, a young and very brilliant priest with a M.D. and Ph.D, in 
psychiatry begins to suffer from the frustrations of being a 20th Century 
priest and nar providing the kind of intensive care for his aging mother 
as he would have been able to if he had been in private practice. 

And finally, there is this very pretty, almost too pretty, cherubic- 
looking twelve-year old girl who is slowly posséssed by @ demon. 

After concluding that contemporary medicine has no more to offer, 
our child/devil is referred to the Jesuits for an exorcism, with the exdr- 
cists being our priests 1 & 2 

it is exactly at this point that the director attempts to bring all three 
principals together that the picture begins to loose artistic grounds, 

in the meanwhile, the possessed child's character is completely eh- 
veloped to the point that it throws up obnoxiously foy! language, puffs 
up the breaks open from head to toe, masturbates with cruxifixes, 
pukes bile and other nasties, and tops all of this with a complete turn 
ot the head: The Exorcist \s a violent display of all those nasty things 
in tite which turn us perverts on, when really we do not have to be tur- 
ned on at all, because of those of us who faint, puke and are 
frightened all over aisies could have remained home and mastur- 
bated ourselves to uneventual climaxes. 

Psychologically, our child-demon was overcome by one of those rare 
maladies that intelligent science/medicine has not been able to ex- 
plain: 

As she appears, it would lead one to believe that she is psychotic, for 


*- she snaps into uncontrollable states of manic depression, capable of 


homicide, etc., and any other things which might help to explain her 
behavior. @ 

_ Religiously, the child's transformation represents a confrontation 
‘between’ the forces of good and evil. 

The child's Virgin Mary appearance gave us a glimpse of the good; 
her grossnéss gave us a glimpse of the evil. Whatever the denomina- 
tion or sect, the personification of the evil ones take on names such as 
satan, serpents, witches, vampires, haints, voodoo gris grisses: there are 
thin lines of definition existing between the devils and so forth, but 
when you get right down to it, they are the same - ugly and invariably 
perforated with violent sex. As the major point of the Exorcist’s larger 
morality statement was missed in both the book and the movie, evil 
sometimes has to master the innocent in order to get at the real inten- 
ded victim, in this case the Jesuits for thinking they are capable of 
exorcising anyone, and therefore, it might be wise for exorcisors to be 
nirré Caretut in- the--future,for devils, serpents, hainte, 
booklemen, vampires, angels, and visions do not Iike being disturbed 
when they are at work, At its best, The Exorcist is @ mess. 

(Honestly, | don't understand why so many persons are so upset on 
this mess, with one exception and that is a certain Willie E. Question: 
why did you tell “Little” Joanne that it was me who was so messed up 
that-}-couldn’t see what was happening with The Exorcist? Could it be 
that you are forgetting that | was there too, and | really know who jum- 
ped up and screamed and carried on something terrible when that 
child’s head made the 360 degree turn? And who fainted in the men's 
room three times and threw-up about four times on |-757 | wished that 
“Big” Joanne had been there; she would have fainted just from wat- 
ching you, as did that girl pregnant who surely must have marked her 
baby by- seeing all. that mess? Watch it, Willie? They have already 
made one movie about you; don’t let them make another with you in it! 
Hee, hee!) 

Now, here's a goodie: the other afternoon, a select few had the 
pleasure of seeing a thoroughly disgusting bit of soft-core por- 
nography called Love in 3-D. Filmed in the ancient three-dimensional 
technique, Warner Brothers has the distribution rights and there are no 
screen credits.

Nixon Pledges Summer 


Jobs For Youth Program 


WASHINGTON--  (NBNS)-- 
President Nixon has pledged to 
include funding for the summer 
youth jobs program in his budget 
message to the Congress. This is 
in sharp contrast to last year 
when the Administration im- 
pounded $239 million for the sum- 
mer Neighborhood Youth Corps 
program 

The program, designed to help 
poor youths as well as unem- 
ployed youths, will receive 
“adequate funds’’.which~ will 
provide a “really good" program 
this summer, according to 
William H. Kolberg, Assistant 
Labor Secretary for Manpower at 
a press briefing 

The President's budget “would 
not repeat the mistakes of last 
year,” he said clearly committing 
the Administration, at the Presi- 
dent's insistence, to a re-funding 
of the program. Federal courts 
overturned the impounding ac- 
tion calling it illegal 

The budget will essentially say 
that we. won't fight that battle any 
longer,” .|he continued. ‘I think 
the Congress, speaking for the 
country, has said a summer job 
Program for youth~is an im- 
portant thing and we're going to 
have one.” 

A supplemental appropiration 
tor summer jobs will be contained 
in» President Nixon's budget 
message, he confirmed, However, 
this year, the money may go’ for 
other manpower programs if the 
State and local ‘prime sponsors” 
wish, he commented. 

Kolbery also told newsmen that 
the department will implement 
the Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act of 1973 in early 
February: The $250-million: pro- 


gram is designed to give states 
and local communities a large 
role in determining what training 
and employment programs they 
should utilize. 

‘We want to get the money out 
there quickly,” Kolbery told repor- 
ters in discussing the steps that 
the Administration is taking to im- 
plement the ligislation that 
became law in December 

Allocation of pyblic employ- 
ment. money.to. areas thal quality 
with an unemployment rate of 
more than 6 1/2 per cent was 
needed for ‘a smooth transition” 
from the ald emergency employ- 


ment program to the new one. 
Funding will supposed to be 
completed by April 1, he said 

Last year, some $1.4 billion was 
appropriated for public service 
jobs, but Kolbery contended that 
state and local governments may 
provide additional public em- 
ployment this year trom the more 
than $1 billion in other training 
funds in the new program 

He also reassured reporters 
that the Administration would not 
be downplaying public employ- 
ment, as he described ‘it as “a 
way of helping get people into 
unsubsidized jobs" in the private 
sector

planning and programs aimed at 
building anew image oftheir city and a 
new unity among its citizenry 

To spearhead this desirable “about 
face” in. promoting Cleveland the 
Association unveiled plans for a series 
of advertisements in national 
magazines, buill around the slogan 
“Cleveland, the best things in life are 
here*:-Distributed— was ‘a colorful 
brochure “Fifteen Minutes” if which 
the positive assets of the city were ex- 
tolled in forceful prose and a variety of 
carefully selected-color photographs 

Campbell W. Elliot, President of the 
Association, nevertheless, made a 
promise that the problems of the city 
which are many and acute, “will not be 
swept under the rug: in the néw wave 
of enthusiasm and cooperation that has 
been noted by the Association during 
the past year 

Among the most critical of problems, 
has been the racial polarization that 
has been accentuated in ‘The Best 
Location in The Nation” since 
Clevelanders elected Car! B. Stokes its 
first black mayor 

The Association is not unaware_of 
this polarization, and to the credit of its 
dynamic- chairman, James C. -Davis, 
who was, elected to an unprecedented 
third term, has been stepping up ‘its 
sponsorship Yof programs aimed at 
widening the employment Opportunities 
for minority workers through equal op- 
portunity action programs and, man- 
power training programs 

its sponsorship of the programs ot 
the Greater Cleveland Growth Cor- 
poration, while not producing. spec- 
tacular results, has stimulated a com- 


mendable. growth in black en- 
trepreneurship and has brought small 
businessmen and purchasers of their 
products and services together through 
a series of exciting expositions 

Nevertheless. it is clear thal the major 
thrust of the Growth Association is, and 
will Continue to be, the “setling ot 
Cléveland as a desirable place to 
establish businesses, along with a con- 
slant attempt to dissuade the outward 
movement of businesses and produc 
tive citizens to the suburban 
munities 

There also appears to be a strong el- 
fon. being made to diminish the cnp- 
pling political-polarization that has. the 
City Administration and The City Coun- 
cil at daggers point 

tt would appear that both Mayor 
Ralph J. Perk, Republican, and Council 
President George’ Forbes, ~Democrat 
are quite willing to cooperate with the 
more: imaginative Growth Association 
programs. It remains to be seen 
whether or not the two can put aside 
both party and racial differences long 
enough to unite behind those things 
that mar the image of “Cleveland, the 
bes! things in life are here.” 

Among them some of the worst 
things; including a continuing

reservations. 


Guns In Our Schools 


_Principals—in_Cleveland’s_high 
schools were ordered last week to 
rigidly enforce security regulations. 
This urgent directive, not the first of its 
kind to’ emanate from the Superin- 
tendent’s office, came in the aftermath 
of the shootings at Jotin Hay and East 
Technical High Schools. in which tive 
students suffered gunshot wounds, one 
seriously 

School Board President Arnold 
Pinkney, while expressing sympathy to 
parents at East Tech, told them that the 
schools just did not have enough 
money to provide the number of 
security officers that would be required 
to fully guarantee the safety of 
Students. 

There is a tendency on the part of 
principals to blame most of the disor- 
ders, and especially the violence that 
occurs-on school premises io the in- 
Ulttration of outsiders and trespassers. 
This is in part true, for it would take not 
only a security officer posted at each 
entrance of the larger schools, but 8 
system of ID cards and close inSpection 
tc filter out these undesirables 

Even then these measures would fall 
short of full security unless it is aided 


and abetted by the kind of parental! ac- 
tion that has become.as-rare as a dodo 
bird in this modem and permissive 
generation. Virtually 99 and 44/100 per- 
cent of inner city homes house one or 
more guns. Most of them are the easy- 
to-conceal Saturday night specials, and 
in most homes these weapons are 
easily ascessible to impressionable 
youngsters. Further, many parents 
openly boast that they would not dare 
to go on their normal rounds without 
the “protection” of a gun, the incidence 
of crime.in the inner city being what it 
is. 

The only way to keep lethal weapons 
out of the hands.of schoolage children 
is to keep them locked up in a place in 
the home inaccessible to the children. 

Unfortunately, this is the kind of ad- 
vice that too few parents are willing to 
heed, that is, until one of their own 
brood becomes involved in a shoot-out 
and winds up either in the morgue or In 
jail 

It's patently unfair to expect teachers 
to conduct “shakedowns" at school 
when parents are unwilling, though 
they have the undiluted authority to do 
so. to shake them down before they 
leave for school

| We Need The Black Press 


Within the past year there has been con- 
siderable interest and discussion about the 
black press. Some of the discussions and 
comments among blacks themselves have 
ranged from critical negativism to triendly 
and positive support of the biack press. One 
thing for certain, despite reports to the con- 
trary, the black press has -grown in cir- 
culation. 

In an article entitied, “The Future, of the 
Biack Press.” which appears in the “Negro 
History Bulletin,” December, 1973, Author 
Henry G. LaBrie Ill, states that his "..1970 
survey disclosed 178 black newspapers with 
a combined weekly circulation of 35 
milfion...the 1973 figures stand at 208 black 
newspapers and 4,1 million circulation” 

Mr. LaBrie is a research fellow at Harvard. 

Now there have been predictions that the 
black press would decline in circulation as 
the daily white press and news media would 
include more -news, articles and stories

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the “dominance” theory, to which this writer 
and others subscribe: | think my co-worker 
Charlies Loeb aptly and succinctly defines

in this same article. “The Future of the 
Black Press,” Mr Loeb is quoted as saying

They need political and ideological 
direction in the midst of confusing and 
misguided white leadership. 


Perhaps this places’ an even greater 
challenge to the bisck press [nan even in the 
days of slavery and Recénstruction, because 


the issues in those times were tess complex __ 


than they aye now. Indeed, these times 
require deep thinking, critical analysis and 
broader knowledge of the world. “ 


The biack press is aware of these factors 
This is why. @s our publisher W.O. Walker put 
it “The future of the Negro press is bright.” 


And this is why, / think, Mf. Loet/ said, "We 
are going to go as far or as fast as we can 
condition ourselves to 9p." 


Our. political horizon is clouded with 
partisanship. Blind party voters aré 
causing us to stumble and fumblé. We 
are fritting away great opportunities to 
advance our civil fights programs 
because pany label is more important 
than racial gains. 

Selling our soul for political affiliation 
is not confined to the masses and the 
uninformed. The educated and affluent 
Blacks are just as guilty of this, if not 
more so. An elected official recently 
gave me the lame excuse for not 
speaking out and taking an In- 
dependent position on an important 
racial matter, that he wanted to Stay 
within the party ranks 

it never occurred te him and the 
many others who take the same 
cowardly compromising position, that, 
as long as-they-bow-to-this kind ot .im- 
plied party” pressure, party officials. 
whether they be Democratic of 
Republican. will never really respect us 

So many of our people are so party 
bound, that they deliberately try to 
ignore blatant facts Some will color 
situations just to try to prove that they 
are loyal to their party 

Well, it seems to me that it is high 
time that we show some loyalty to the 
Negro or Black people, whichever you 
prefer. However, | have never known of 
a lynch mob to quibble over whether 
their victim was a Negro of a Black. We 
are killed, segregated, discriminated 
against, deprived of our civil rights 
regardless of whether we are 
Democrats, Republicans, Baptists, 
Catholits or Protestants. For 100 years, 
America has known and_ practiced 
racism whether the person was Walter 
White or-Martin Luther King. 

A good example of our party stand- 
patism is contained in a news story out 
of Trenton, M.J. It said: 

“In the first major criticism of Gov.- 
Elect Brendan 7. Byrne since his 
sweeping election last November, two 
New Jersey Black leaders have rapped 
him for failing to name some Blacks to 
top positions in his incoming 
Democratic administration.” 

“Byme has been selecting his top 
level cabinet members since his land- 
slide victory, but he has failed to name 
one Black to any post.” 

In_the last election in New Jersey, 
Negroes voted overwhelmingly to help 
elect a Democrat governor. Now, after 
he is inaugarated, they are complaining 
that he has ignored them in appoint- 
ments. : ; 

What do they expect? They sup- 
ported him without any solid. committ- 
ments. They voted for him biindly, so 
now their eyes are being opened to the 
stark realities. It's too late now to com- 
plain, The governor is in for four years.

We feared we would lose our identities 
if we coalesced with others...But, 
coalitions need not. be permanent or 
erosive. We must form free coalitions 
across racial lines. And these coalitions 
must be based on specific and 
pragmatic issues of common in- 
terest...To succeed we must have more 
coalitions with others and we must 
have more cohesion and communi- 
cation among Blacks.” 

It is high time that the Negro awaken 
and be pragmatic. No political party or 
political candidate will respect and deal 
with us until we stop taking our party. 
affiliations as sacrosanct and per- 
manent, ‘ 

Our weakness in getting political re- 
cognition is (1) the fact that over half of 
the Black people in the US., are not 
registered voters; (2) that we are party 
bound, blind voters.

Albritton.Coming Back? 


Former State Rep. David Albritton of Dayton, who had his 
House seat shot out trom under him by & Democratic-stacked 
Reapportionment Board two years ago. is expected to be 
tiding the comeback trial during the primary election this 
year: 

Albritton, a Republican who served six terms in the Ohio 
House, was deteated in his bid for reelection in 1972 by Ed- 
ward J. Orlatt, a Democrat. Now, with two years of rest. Albrit- 
ton is said to have accumulated a sizable war chest and is 
preparing to make an all-out- race..to-win the. 34th House 
District seat. 

When defeated, Albritton was the dean of the black 
lagisiators in the House. For awhile, he had the distinction of 
being the only black in the House, There are currently nine 
blacks, all Democrats. Of course, some of them would 
probably deny it, but it was a Republican-controlled Reappor- 
tionment Board that made their election possible back in 
1966. . , 

The board was headed by former Gov. James A. Rhodes 
and the then Atty. Gen. William B. Saxbe, the present U.S. At- 
torney General. In unveiling the reapportionment plan, Saxbe 
and Rhodes both said one of its main features was designed 
to assure the election of minority representation in the House 
and Senate. They conceded thal that. plan. would primarily 
benefit Democratic minorities, but suggested that “they, too, 
‘are entitled to hold seats in the legistature.” 

Until this system was put into effect, Cari B. Stokes, for- 
mer Cleveland mayor, was the only black Democrat elected 
to the legisiature in the history of the state. Stokes resigned 
during his second term to also become the first black mayor 
of @ matropolitan city. He is presently a newscaster on an 
Eastern seaboard television network. 

The cratic controlled House 


The Democratic controlled House of Representatives, 
before adjourning for its weekend recess last Thursday, 
adopted a resolution in honor of @ black Republican. Rep. 
William Mallory, Assistant Majority House leader. taking note 
that his feliow Cincifinatian, Charles Collins 1, had been ap- 
pointed director of the U.S. Dept. of Housing and Urban 
Development insuring Office in Cincinnati, sponsored the 
resolution toasting Collins 

Although some may have felt that it was 8 wee bit tate, 
the House also adopted a resolution commending Ohio 
State's black quarterback, Cornelius Greene, for his outstan= 
ding Rose Bow! perlormance on New Years Day. Rep. Phale 
D. Hale, Columbus, was sponsor of the measure. 

Gov. Gilligan's Task Force on Health lost an important 
round In_its bout with Rep. C.J. McLin, Democrat, Dayton, 
and some college officials tast week over establishment of a 
Medical Schoo! at Wright State University. The House, by a 
vote of 89 to 1, passed a bill requiring WRU trustees to 
establish the medical school. The task force had recommean- 
ded no new school, but called for increased funding to 
present schools. : * 

McLin, chief sponsor of the measure, put through an 
amendment to create the medical school in cooperation with 
Central State and Mismi Universities, before the controver- 
sial proposal was approved. It must now be approved by the 
Senate before it can be signed into law. 

Spondora of the Equal Rights Amendment {ERA) to. the 
U.S. Constitution were hopping with joy tast week after some 
erstwhile opponents did a sharp about-face and supported 
the measure. The proposal, aimed at giving equal rights to 
women, wad recommended for.passage by the Senate Finan- 
cial Institutions, Insurance and Election Committee, which 
rejected It during the regular session last summer. 

If finally enacted by the Senate, Ohio would become the 
39rd State to ratity ERA, which must have 38 states approval 
to become a part of the U.S. Constitution. The issue had bean 
passed by the House and sent to the Senate early last spring.

A broad attack is being moun- 
ted on the way discharges trom 
the armed forces are being used 
to deny jobs to pedple who would 


.) otherwise quality for them, and if 


_ end abuses of 
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it is successful the country will 
have taken @ major step forward 


in securing civil liberties for 
veterans and in dismantling a 
system that encourages 


widespread discrimination. 

Impetus to the movement to 
the army's 
classification system came 
recently in a Federal Court 
decision striking down a town's 
ordinance that limited city jobs to 
veterans with an honorable 
discharge. 

Thus,the Court struck at a 
practice common to private in- 
dustry as well as government. a 
practice that discriminates 
against people on broad grounds 
that do not take into account the 
individual's circumstances or the 
discharge’s relevance to the job 
at hand. 

Just how discriminatory this 
practice is becomes obvious 
when we consider that about a 
million veterans left the service 
with less. than honorable 
discharges since 1950 - nearly 
200,000 in the Vietnam era alone. 

And most of these discharges 
were given under circumstances 
that would not earn any sort of 
punishment in civilian ‘life. The 
system of military justice has a 
well-earned reputation for capri- 
ciousness and a dishonorable or 
general discharge might only be 
a-whim.of a commanding officer 
or a non-com’s grudge. 

So that-Court's:tuling is a step 
toward returning full civil rights 
and equal job opportunities to 
hundreds of thousands of people 
unfairly denied them: But there is

ment office to apply for a job. an

The really vicious part about all 
this is that the veteran himself 
has no idea what the code num- 
ber means or why it was put 
there. He had no opportunity to 
challeng can't detérmtine who 
made the judgement. or do 
anything about it immediately. 

All this compounds the em- 
ployment. problems faced by 
minorities, especially since racial 
attitudes on the: part-of-some-of+ 
licers -and—non-coms--is —pre- 
judicial. And with blacks making 
up a fifth of today's army, the 
problem. is bound to become 
worse. “ 

The core issues here are the 
veteran's right to privacy and the 
army's right to make personal 
judgement about the men who 
serve, The armed forces’ job is to 
defend the country against exter- 
nal aggression, not to erect 8 
secret code system: that follows 
veterans back to civilian life. The 
Army has more important things 
to do than to serve as a screening 
unit for coporate personnel 
departments. 

Right now the battle is being 
fought in the courts, although 
there are indications that some 
Congressmen will fight to restrict 
this code number game and that 
the armed forces themselves will 
try to streamline the system to 
guard against greater abuse. 

But ‘reform isn't what's called 
for. The system has to be 
uprooted completely it civil liber- 
ties are to remain Intact and fair- 
ness served. Thg Pentagon ought 

to move swiftly to end the coding 
system altogether and to refuse 
to honor, all requests for personal 
intormation about veterans. !n 
fact, It ought to do away com- 
pletely with the discharge system, 
merely giving each serviceman & :

‘Ohio Code 


Improvements 


Ohio has revised its criminal 
code, effective January 1, 1974, 
and the end result has been to 
remove from the code a number 
of jantiquated laws that seldom 
were enforced anyway. 

Probably the change drawing 
the most comment jg the one that 
takes the State/out of the 
business of trying to control 
morality. Thus homosexually, 
adultery and fornication, will no 
longer be regarded as criminal 
otfense. While this will bring 
criticism trom the _ purists, the

public attitude towards these 
moral-offenses, has greatly 
relaxed over the years. 

So far as minority citizens and 
the poor are concerned, the 
biggest boon in the revised code 
Is the section that credits a 
defendant with time spent in jail 
while awaiting trial in the event a 
prison term results from his sub- 
sequent conviction. Further the 
new code provides that a ‘person 
can be sentenced to a county jail, 
as-opposed to prison, for only six 
months.

As a CORE Director, he was 
considered (60 outspoken—and 
militant. Finding that he could do 
more to. -help his‘ people by 
becoming a publican, he 
joined the forces that supported 
President Nixon. He lost much of 
his strength in the predominant 
Democratic black community. But 
that didn't seem to bother 
MckKissick. 

He founded the first predomi- 
nantly black, new-4town housing 
project in the rural south, Soul 
City in North Carolina. Critics 
called the housing scheme a 
payoff and McKissick a sellout 
because he backed~ President 
Nixon. But McKissick felt that, at 
least, his Notth Carolina neigh- 
bors could own some new homes. 

Many of President Nixon's 
black-capitalism promoters are 


either resigning federal jobs in 
Washington or being investigated 
for possible misuse of money for 
projects in other cities: But not 
Floyd McKissick. The Department

Your teeth are not. “dead” 

material. The dentine and enamel 
of your teeth are inert. But the 
pulp of teeth contains nerves and 
blood vessels. Your teeth are 
fastened to bones by a membrane 
that also is living material. And 
the bony ridges of the upper and 
tower jaw in which your teeth are 
imbedded are alive. 

This is National Children's 
Dental Health Week - the 27th 
successive year this event “has 
been held. It is one of the most 
significant “weeks” or “days” 
held in America because the 
problem of dental health is so im- 
portant to all of us -- and the best 
prevention~ot-dentat~problems 
begins with children. 


Dental Care Improved 
The science of dental health 
care is much improved since 


/ many of us were children. But 


there is still a great deal the in- 
dividual must- do for himself. 

Like nutrition. 

It really is quite simple to ex- 
plain. But apparently more dif- 
ficult to follow. The best diet for 
anyone, unless there are specific 
health problems that dictate 
otherwise, is the one based on 
the four food groups. 

Roughly, this plan is that you 
should choose a wide variety of 
foods daily from -these groups -- 
the meat group, the milk group, 
fruits and-vegetables,-and breads 
and cereals, When you've made 
sure you aren't going to consume 
more calories than you should, 
then fats and: oils come into play 
for_added flavor and_palatability. 

For dental protection, stay 
away from sticky starches and 
sweets. Be careful of sugars 
generally, and watch the sweet 
drinks and sugary gums. 

There is no substitute for 
brushing your teeth after every 
meal - and knowing how to 
\brush your teeth well. Your den- 
tist will instruct you regarding ad- 
ditional precautions such as 
flossing. 


Expectant Mothers 

Nutrition of the expectant 
mother has an important, in- 
fluence on the very young child's 
dental health. This is because 
teeth first develop as “buds” in 
the jawbone of the unborn child. 
The expectant mother can 
protect her own teeth and assure 
her baby of a good dental start by 
making sure she receives an 
adequate diet. Particularly she 
should get enough calcium and 
fluoride, along with other 
minerals, and vitamins. ' 


For everyone, basic nutrition 
for dental health, of course, 
favors ‘a diet that causes you to 
chew foods well. The exercise 
this gives your gums and teeth is 
good for them. And make sure 
you get, along with other needed 
nutrients, enough calcium, 
phosphorus, and vitamin D. Milk 
fortified with vitamin D will serve 
you well in this respect.

rink; slide down the park's sled- 
ding hill or trek through woods or 
along the frozen Erie shoreline to 
observe the abundance of shore 
birds. 

Winter campers can use the 
560-site class B camping area. 
The area has well water, vault- 
type latrines, wastewater drains, 
picnic tables and fire rings or out- 
door grits..The camping area. is 
redesignated a class A area in 
the. summer when pressurized 
-wateris turned on. 


Ohio can be found along the 
Lake Erie shore near East Harbor 
Visitors can see herons, cranes 
and egrets of all kinds, a wide 
range of waterfowl, American bit- 
terns and a large and varied 
population of warblers 
Sometimes rare birds such as 


_ Kirtland’s warblers and white 


pelicans can be seen at East Har- 
bor and-otherpoints along the 
lake. 

During the spring, Denny said, 
thousands of migrating birds rest 
on. the Erie shoreline waiting for 
the weather to clear before con- 
tinuing north across the lake to 
Canadian nesting grounds, 


said. “A hole larger, than this is 
not needed and.can be very 
dangerous.” 

Donich said ice fishermen take 
good catches of crappie in the 
park's two sheltered water areas - 
- East Harbor and Middle Harbor, 
which together total 848 acre$.

The area is served in the 
summer by tree heated wash- 
houses, The washhouses are 
closed now to conserve fuel this 
winter.
